I Two important points are becoming 
increasingly sharp in the Congo struggle, 
first, there is the lack of understanding of 
governmental processes and authority by 
pie great majority of the Congolese. Sec- 
|nd, there is the willingness and alacrity 
frith which the Communists are exploiting 
Shis confusion. This is a pattern which we 
Bust expect to see repeated in other Afri- 
can nations as they gain independence un- 
less more care is taken in education and 
preparation for self-government. 
1 President Joseph Kasavubu had the con- 
|titutionai right to order the ouster of 
|*remier Patrice Lumumba but the authori- 
ty seems very little to anyone including 
Lumumba. He controlled another radio sta- 
tion so he immediately retaliated with a 
Broadcast that Kasavubu's action was il- 
legal and that the president was no longer 
£ead of the state. 
» The Congolese army is a rabble. Most of 
(he soldiers are accustomed to taking or- 
Sers only from white men and they ignore 
those given by their new officers. While 
ftrhite men and women are not safe in the 
fountry. neither are members of differing 
tribes who do not happen to hold control 
in a certain area. Katanga is joined in its 
efforts for secession or at least a loose fed- 
eration of states by troops from Kasai prov- 
ince. The invasion by Lumumba's troops ap- 
pears to be slowed down to a crawl by the 
Resistance and the confusion in the ranks. 
* Meanwhile the Russians have come out 


against the United Nations' handling of the 
whole affair. More seriously, they have 
'"loaned" at least ten large planes to Lu- 
mumba for transporting • his troops, and 
sent in hundreds of mechanics, pilots, 
trucks, technicians and "diplomats" to Ori- 
ental Province where Lumumba holds con- 
troL Lumumba has acted in true dictator 
fashion by ordering opposition newspapers 
closed and throwing into prison leaders of 
opposition parties. He has ignored protests 
from the Congo senate which has been able 
to muster only about a third of its members 
for any meeting. 


The United States actually has sent con- 


siderably more aid to Congo in the form of 
food, planes and trucks and $5 million in fi- 
nancial aid. but it all has been channeled 
through the United Nations so there will be 
no credit received, Czechoslovakians are re-, 
ported to be in command of some of Lu- 
mumba's army units and Red China hastily 
sent over its representative from the 
United Arab Republic. 


There is a temptation to suggest that 


the Congolese fight it out alone. But even 
if the Communists permitted this type of 
chaos without interference, 
the conflict 


easily could spread through Africa. The 
United Nations somehow has to try to re- 
store order without getting involved in an 
"internal" conflict. With the Congolese 
lack of comprehension of their own role 
in government, much less that of the U.N., 
and the Russian duplicity, the task is not 
going to be easy. 


Congress Could be Improved 


* Most people think there is something 
frrong with Congress. Few agree on what 
|t is. It may be some comfort to those who 
have thought about it to learn that the 
piembers of Congress agree there is some- 
ihing wrong but also disagree on what it is. 
\ The U. S. .Yetcs ar.d World Report in 
6s current issue has published as a copy- 
lighted article a survey in which 28 sen- 
ators and 90 House members have at- 
tempted to answer 12 questions relating to 
Pie general subject of what is wrong. 
£ Many members criticize the Tuesday to 
Thursday work week which prevails for 
dost of the legislative session. Rep. W. R. 
fceage (D-Texas) pointed out that about 250 
members of Congress live in northeast and 
eastern sections of the country, some of 
them as far west as Chicago. -These mem- 
fiers, he says, belong to the Tuesday 
through Thursday (TTT) club. Many go 
tome to meet their constituents and per- 
form legitimate duties and in some cases 
tp practice law or operate a business, he 
says. Because of this it becomes impractical 
iif not impossible to have any sessions on 
Friday, Saturday or Sunday and nothing 
f ital is ever done on Monday. Consequently 
$here are just three days out of seven in 
which Congress can function as a body. 
s Many members of Congress feel terms 
in the House should be for four years in- 
stead of two. On this point Rep. Katharine 
St. George (R-Xew York) suggested that 
the term of representatives should be for 
four years and should coincide with the 
terms of the president. That of course is 
i very interesting suggestion and would 
glo a long way toward insuring a majority in 
Congress for the president. 
r There was much criticism of the way 
committees operate. Although the choice 
of the committee chairman by seniority is 
Almost unanimously approved there are 
some who think it would be better to 
change this procedure. 
•I Sen. Proxrnire of Wisconsin is one who 
favors the modification of selection of 
committee chairmen by the seniority rule. 
However, he also recognizes it is difficult

first Wilson administration."

He points out 
that at the present time the 11 southern 
states of the old confederacy enjoy 10 of 
the 15 important committee chairmanships 
Most of the experienced members of the 
House and Senate agree that it is practical- 
ly impossible to select a chairman by any 
other method.

We feel that one great weakness is that 


Congress is too large and that the House of 
Representatives particularly is unwieldy 
and unmanageable. There are members of 
Congress who think the present Congress is 
not large enough to truly represent 180 mil- 
lion people and that it will continue to 
grow. They point out that the work load 
already is too heavy for the members and 
that they will get help from additional 
members as they are elected. The magazine 
also points out that the first Congress legis- 
lated for a nation of 4 million people, the 
Eighty-Sixth Congress for a nation of 180 
million people. The first Senate had 26 
members and the first House 65 members. 
The Eighty-Seventh Congress, to be elected 
Nov. 8. will have 100 senators and 437 
House members. We have a notion that the 
Congress today would do better work if it 
still had 26 members in the Senate and 65 
members in the House. 


Obviously that would be impossible un- 


der the present plan of state representa- 
tion. However, it would be possible to reduce 
the Senate to 50 members and the House to 
probably 200 or 230 members. Of course 
more work would be required of the mem- 
bers but instead of passing that work on 
to other elected congressmen it could be 
carried by larger congressional staffs. Each 
congressman then would be better informed 
to handle work than today. We are quite 
sure that fewer congressmen with larger 
staffs and a 5-day week would bring about 
a tremendous improvement in the handling 
of federal affairs.
